Vandalism suspected 
in train derailment 

Police believe pavement packer was deliberately moved onto tracks

Mounties are searching for the 
person responsible for an early 
morning train derailment that 
could have sent rail cars off the 
tracks and into heavy traffic on 
Yellowhead Trail yesterday. 

“This had the potential to cause 
a great deal of damage and obvi¬ 
ously had the potential to take 
lives, not only that of CN employ¬ 
ees on the train, but also mo¬ 
torists on the highway,” said 
Strathcona County RCMP Const. 
Wally Hei^. 

The freight train was travelling 
eastbound along the north side of 
the Yellowhead near Cloverbar 
Road, and jumped the tracks just

after midnight, sending 13 rail- 
cars and two engines toppling 
like dominoes. 

Mounties believe a stolen pave¬ 
ment packer that was deliberately 
placed on a railway overpass 
caused the crash. 

“The packer was moved from 
where it had been left by the con¬ 
struction company and left on the 
tracks,” Heniy said, adding that if 
a suspect is found, they could face 
mischief endangering life charges. 

Two employees were on the 
train at the time of the derail¬ 
ment. They had only a few hun¬ 


dred feet warning before they saw 
the equipment and started brak¬ 
ing. Neither was hurt in the crash. 

The train was pulling 85 cars, 
each of which carried a shipping 
container. No hazardous material 
was spilled as a result of the crash. 

Lome Wilson stood on his back 
porch last night, after hearing the 
loud crash. He told Metro that he 
couldn’t believe his eyes when he 
saw the derailed train burst into 
flames. 

“It was veiy loud, and then I 
heard the ‘woosh’ of the flames,” 
Wilson said. “My big thing was 


wondering if it was chemicals or 
not. It doesn’t matter where you 
live, if a chemical spill is big 
enough, it’s a major concern.” 

Fire crews quickly doused the 
blaze, ignited by leaking fuel. 

Heniy said the last train went 
through the tracks at 9:30 p.m. 
Wednesday, only a few hours be¬ 
fore the derailment. 

“We’re asking anyone that can 
provide an 5 fthing to us to give us a 
call immediately.” 

Traffic during the morning com¬ 
mute was at a standstill as police 
closed down the highway be¬ 
tween Cloverbar Road and High¬ 
way 21. It remained closed until 7 
p.m. yesterday.

Technology junkies all 
over Canada can breathe a 
sigh of relief today 
because the iPhone is 
finally here. 

The revolutionaiy com¬ 
municator and do-all multi- 
media tool hits store shelves 
today and will likely lift the 
veil of unanswered ques¬ 
tions that Rogers Wireless 
has kept it hidden under 
since the announcement of 
its availability in Canada. 

“They’re keeping every¬ 
thing very secret,” said a 
Wireless Unlimited em¬ 
ployee, who asked to re¬ 
main anonjmious. 

Controversy about the da¬ 
ta plan pricing has been a 
hot-button issue. Outrage at 
the astronomical pricing 
Rogers Wireless intended to 


hit customers with inspired 
nearly 100,000 people to 
sign petitions, expressing 
their disgust, and threaten¬ 
ing to leave the company. 

Rogers responded 
in kind, and 
recently 
released 
updated, 
more af¬ 
fordable data 
and usage pric¬ 
ing on its website. 

As such, the Wireless 
Unlimited worker says em¬ 
ployees have been kept in 
the dark about the details, 
even the number of iPhones 
each store will have to sell. 

“We don’t know what the 
supply will be. I assume it will 
be much less than demand 
like it is in other countries,” 
the employee said. “Rogers 
and Apple are controlling 
eveiything and all we can do 
is follow procedure with no 
control over anything.” 


There has been specula¬ 
tion surrounding the num¬ 
ber of phones hitting Ed¬ 
monton shelves. Rogers 
Wireless stores are ru¬ 
moured to only be stock¬ 
ing 20 iPhones in the first 
wave, while a Rogers 
Video in Clareview 
says it’s only 
getting six. 

Store staff 
are encourag¬ 
ing hopeful 
iPhoners to get in 
line well before stores 
open.

Two of five disarticulated 
feet found on the shores of 
Southwest B.C. belonged 
to the same man and one 
of the found feet belonged 
to a woman, police in Van¬ 
couver said yesterday. 

The B.C. Coroners Serv¬ 
ice used DNA analysis to 
confirm that the foot found 
Feb. 8 on Valdes Island and 
the foot found June 16 on 
Westham Island — on op¬ 
posite sides of Georgia 
Strait — were from the 
same unidentified man. 

As well, the fourth foot, 
found May 22 on Kirkham 
Island in the Fraser River, 
belonged to a woman. 

The DNA profile for that 
foot has not yet been com¬ 
pleted. 

“It’s veiy difficult to de¬ 
termine how long the re¬ 
mains may have been in 


the water,” said coroner 
Jeff Dolan, at a press con¬ 
ference yesterday at which 
the RCMP, Delta Police and 
the B.C. Coroners Service 
unveiled part of their in¬ 
vestigation. 


In less than a year, five 
feet, still in sneakers, have 
washed up on B.C. shores. 
The mysteiy has sparked 
headlines worldwide and 
has even been the subject 
of jokes on late-night talk 


shows. 

Yesterday police dis¬ 
played photos of the shoes 
publicly for the first time 
in hopes that family mem¬ 
bers of missing people may 
recognize them.

Alberta’s Mandatory Ignition Interlock Program 


Effective July 1, 2008, Alberta’s Mandatory 
Ignition Interlock Program will come into effect 
for Alberta drivers who have: 

• Been convicted of drinking and driving with 
a blood-alcohol reading of double the legal 
limit or higher. 


After serving the prohibition period, drivers must apply to the Alberta Transportation Safety Board 
to have an ignition interlock device installed in their vehicle of choice at their own expense. 

The ignition interlock is an alcohol-sensing device attached to a vehicle’s ignition system. When 
alcohol is detected the driver will not be able to start or drive the vehicle. The device also calls for 
random breath samples. Reinstatement or unrestricted driving privileges at the end of six months 
depends on the participant’s performance in the Program.

• Been a repeat offender during the preceding 
10-year period.

Air Canada 
lays off 632 
in-flight staff 

FUEL CRISIS Air Canada will 
lay off 632 flight atten¬ 
dants, representing 9 per 
cent of its in-flight staff, as 
part of a round of cuts it 
announced in June to deal 
with runaway fuel prices, 
the countiy's biggest 
airline said yesterday. 

Air Canada said it is cut¬ 
ting 300 flight attendant 
jobs as a result of a reduc¬ 
tion in international long- 
haul flights from Vancou¬ 
ver. It is also shutting cab¬ 
in-crew bases in Winnipeg 
and Halifax, meaning the 
loss of 332 jobs by Nov. 1. 

“We found that due to 
the changing nature of our 
domestic flying over the 
past five years, it was no 
longer viable to base flight 
attendant crews at those 
two locations,” Air Canada 
spokeswoman Angela Mah 
said.

Once the absent 
underdogs of the sport, 
the Canadian men's water 
polo team is looking to 
make a big splash at the 
Olympics in Beijing. 

The 2008 Beijing Ol 5 ^pics 
will mark the first time in 
history the Ganadian 
men’s team has qualified 
to represent the nation in 
the water sport, although 
Ganada was a last-minute 
invitation to the 1984 
Olympics after Moscow 
boycotted. 

“We have already made 
histoiy by qualifying for 
the Olympics, so there 
isn’t a lot of added pres¬ 
sure on us,” head coach 
Dragon Jovanovic tells 
Metro. “We will go and do 
our best and prove to the 
world we deserve to be 
there.” 

Jovanovic, a former wa¬ 
ter polo goaltender from 
the former Yugoslavia, was 
hired by Water Polo Gana¬ 
da to coach the team four 
years ago. 

“They are a great bunch 
of guys, they are veiy com¬ 
mitted and they really 
work well together. We’re 


hitting our toughest train¬ 
ing yet,” he said. 

There are currently 17 
players fighting for 13 po¬ 
sitions for the Ol 5 mipics, 
and the final team won’t 
be decided until right be¬ 
fore the Games, according 
to the coach. 

The players range in age 
from 18-29, and hail from 
across Ganada, calling Gal- 
gaiy their training head¬ 
quarters because of the 
“state of the art” Talisman 
Gentre where they prac¬ 
tise. 

“Even if they miss their 
homes, they want to play 
water polo and this is their 
home now,” Jovanovic said.

Mitchell, 26, told Metro he 
is excited to take part in

“It’s amazing. I really 
can’t wait to live the whole 
Ol 5 mipic experience, it’s 
something you imagine 
but can’t believe it’s hap¬ 
pening,” he said. 

Mitchell recalled the 
“adrenaline rush” of beat¬ 
ing home team Romania at 
the Oljmipic qualifier tour¬ 
nament this year. 

“It was probably the best 
feeling of my life after put¬ 


ting seven years into this 
and to make it now, espe¬ 
cially as underdogs, is ex¬ 
hilarating,” he says. “We 
did what others thought 
we couldn’t.” 

The team just returned 
from a month-long trip to 
Europe, where they beat 
Italy and Greece, and 
coach Jovanovic said they 


looked in fine form. 

“The challenge now is 
we don’t have any matches 
in July, so we just have to 
continue to train hard,” he 
said. “These guys are work¬ 
ing hard though, and we 
have a plan in place to be 
recognized as a serious 
contender in the upcom¬ 
ing years.”

REVIEW Like most people, I 
miss the Eddie Murphy of 
yesterday. The smart- 
alecky, foul-mouthed Bev¬ 
erly Hills Cop Murphy 
whose career has since 
(somehow) primarily be¬ 
come a vehicle for enter¬ 
taining prepubescents 
with over-the-top shtick. 
Talk about failin’ for a ba¬ 
nana in the tailpipe! 

At the outset of Meet 
Dave, Murphy seemingly 
follows suit, playing both a 
human-shaped spaceship 
named Dave and the tiny 
alien Captain controlling 
his every move from in¬ 
side. 

On a quest to find a mys¬ 
terious orb that crashed to 
Earth, Dave (and subse¬ 
quently, the Captain) meet 
a kindly family and learn 
the obligatory true lesson 
of friendship. 

It’s actually a fairly mul¬ 
ti-layered plot and definite¬ 
ly an improvement on the 
comedian’s recent offer¬ 
ings (Norbit anyone?). 

Murphy’s talents are 
best showcased when he’s 
pla 5 dng the inanimate 
spaceship (who can sharp¬ 
en pencils in his nose and 
excrete money when he 
needs it, by the way). 

It’s a tricky role and Mur¬ 
phy pulls off a glazed-over 


look rivalled only by the 
look on younger audience 
members’ faces when a 
punchline makes refer¬ 
ence to the singer Meat 
Loaf 

Nonetheless, soon we 
meet the crew within 


Dave, the anno 5 dng charac¬ 
ters (a rugged officer who 
discovers Broadway and 
becomes a flaming homo¬ 
sexual) arise and the gags 
begin to fall fiat. 

Along with special ef¬ 
fects that are simply slop¬ 


py in the golden age of 
CGI, there is a promising 
start that ends up uneven. 
Mainly, however, I just 
couldn’t help but wonder 
how much better Meet 
Dave might’ve been if 
geared towards a more ma¬ 
ture audience. 

This latest effort is defi¬ 
nitely an improvement for 
Murphy, but it still seems 
like he’s mailing it in. Sor¬ 
ry Eddie, but I won’t fall 
for a banana in the 
tailpipe.

REVIEW I can thank SCTV 
for ruining my apprecia¬ 
tion of 3-D movies forever, 
thanks to the classic 
sketch Dr. Tongue’s House 
Of Stewardesses, which 
made sport of the cheapie

that used to show up on 
late night TV, its 3-D effects 
reduced to little more than 
swords and sticks being 
jabbed at the camera by ac¬ 
tors ordered to break the 
“fourth wall” and gesture 
directly into the lens. 

John Candy and Eugene 
Levy leering at the camera 
was never far from my 
mind while watching Bren¬ 
dan Fraser in Journey To 
The Center Of The Earth, 


which features, among 
other exercises of the 
medium, a thick glob of di¬ 
nosaur drool launching 
from the screen and into 
your eye. An updating of 
the classic Jules Verne tale 
for the green screen age, 
it’s been given the full-on 
3-D treatment by director 
Eric Brevig with an unre¬ 
strained enthusiasm for 
the film’s primary techni¬ 
cal parlour trick. 

After three Mummy 
films, Brendan Fraser is an 
old hand at this sort of out¬ 
landish action flick, a sort 
of contemporaiy Victor Ma¬ 
ture who has the potential 
to be as self-mocking. He 
manfully delivers the bulk 
of the film’s dubious sci¬ 
ence with a straight face, 
which is as it should be. 

While you don’t want to 
think too much about 
what Journey has to say 
about plate techtonics or 
zoology, its hurtling pace 
and unabashed enthusi¬ 
asm for eveiy unlikely new 
peril is the best thing 
about the film.

REViEVti It always feels like 
something is missing in 
films based on comic 
books, something essential 
whose absence is only 
barely disguised by action 
and spectacle and, when 
the screenwriter is so 
moved, some sudden 
stretch of dialogue meant 
to tease out a dramatic or 
comic thread with a con¬ 
spicuous disregard for pac¬ 
ing. Just before the climac¬ 
tic battle in Guillermo del 
Toro’s Hellboy sequel, 
we’re reminded of a 
prophetic plot point from 
the first film that both sets 
up Hellboy III — or fV or V 
— and utterly deflates the 
conflict-to-come by under¬ 
lining the likelihood the 
hero will survive to fight 
another day. 


This dramatic aphasia 
overcomes nearly every 
comic book film, replacing 
tension with ritual as the 
protagonist is battered by a 
gauntlet of villains who, 
no matter their awesome 
power and unmitigated 
evil, are reduced to some 
CGI-assisted incarnation of 
the Indians who can’t 
shoot straight in some 
western serial. 

It’s clear del Toro doesn’t 
have his eye on the story as 
much as the regular inter¬ 
vals when he can intro¬ 
duce some scene packed 
with striking beasties or a 
digitally created behe¬ 
moth, at which point the 
camera steps back to mar¬ 
vel at the handiwork. 

It’s no surprise that the 
significant departure from 
tone and plot — a scene in¬ 
volving Ron Perlman’s title 
character, his best friend 
Abe Sapien, many six- 
packs of Tecate beer and a 
Barry Manilow song — 
seems to lift off from the 
overdesigned business of 
the film with an affected 
giddiness that the preview 
audience, at least, grateful¬ 
ly appreciated.

FEATURE Christian Bale is 
that rare movie star about 
which we know almost 
nothing. With The Dark 
Knight opening in a week, 
he might be on the verge of 
the biggest movie of his ca¬ 
reer so far, but sitting across 
from the actor at a press 
event in Beverly Hills, it’s 
impossible to imagine that 
it’s going to change what he 
does or how he does it; aver¬ 
aging two films a year in 
what tend to be physically 
demanding roles, witii three 
more films including a new 
Terminator movie in pro¬ 
duction, it’s likely he’ll just 
return to some set, away 
from the gossip mags. 

Talking about his second 
shot at portraying Bruce 
Wayne and his alter ego, 
the Batman, in director 
Christopher Nolan’s sty¬ 


gian reboot of the comic 
movie franchise. Bale is as 
thorough as any movie 
critic when he talks about 
his inspiration and process 
in creating the role. 

“He has this great shad¬ 
ow side borne of the pain 
and death of his parents,” 
Bale says of the caped cru¬ 
sader, “His creation of Bat¬ 
man has never been helpful 
for his own life. He has a 
great capability for vio¬ 
lence, and he’s given him¬ 
self this one rule that he 
will not kill, because he 
sees how easily he could 
cross that line. The Joker is 


the one who’s made him 
question his ethics more 
than anybody up imtil now, 
and tempting him to break 
his own rule, because if he 
breaks his own rule he can 
possibly prevent the deaths 
of many people. And in that 
case is it selfish to hold on¬ 
to his own principles — 
should he break his own 
principles for that?” 

The subject turns to 
Heath Ledger, whose Joker 
will be his penultimate 
movie role. Bale is full of 
respect for the late actor’s 
professionalism, frequent¬ 
ly praising him for his 


“commitment.” 

“That was our veiy first 
scene together,” Bale says, 
referring to a brutal inter¬ 
rogation scene between 
their characters. “And it 
was a great way to start, 
because we were afforded 
the luxury of, for some 
part of the scene, being 
completely alone in that 
room with the cameras 
outside, with just mirrors 
surrounding us, and the 
two of us eyeballing each 
other, and eveiywhere you 
looked just seeing reflec¬ 
tions of the two freaks sit¬ 
ting at a table together.” 

“Me sitting opposite him, 
I was getting real pleasure 
from seeing the satisfaction 
he was getting from it, be¬ 
cause I could recognize the 
same satisfaction that I get 
from acting. When you 
have anybody who was as 
good as him, it becomes 
that much easier to create 
great scenes.”

Flashpoint is the first 
Canadian drama series 
since 1994 to air on 
network primetime in 
both Canada and the U.S. 

Inspired by Toronto’s 
Emergency Task Force, 
CTV’s newest drama series 
Flashpoint will take view¬ 
ers on an emotional jour¬ 
ney into the tough, risk- 
filled lives of a group of 
cops in the Strategic Re¬ 
sponse Unit. 

This elite team of cops is 
trained to do what ordi- 
naiy police officers cannot 
— rescue hostages, bust 
gangs, defuse bombs, 
climb the sides of build¬ 
ings and talk down suicidal 
teens. 

Flashpoint’s executive 
producer Bill Mustos (De- 
grassi: The Next Genera¬ 
tion, Robson Arms), says 
what’s so interesting about 
Toronto’s ETF is that it’s 
virtually the only team of 
its kind in the world.

was still being pitched. 

“We said we’re not going 
to sell it if they're going to 
turn it into a network 
show,” Poul recalled of the 
negotiations with CBS net¬ 
work chief Nina Tassler. 

“The underage daughter 
still has to smoke pot, the 
crazy neighbour lady still 
has to do coke, our leading 
lady still has to take the 
Quaalude and we have to 
want her to take the 
Quaalude, and they still 
have to have sex with their 
neighbours. 

“If you guarantee we can 
do all those things on CBS, 
then yes, you can buy the 
show. 

“She said ‘you have my 
word.’” 

Afterwards, of course, 
the usual network interfer¬ 
ence happened right on 
schedule. 

Since the big networks 
are riper targets for inde¬ 
cency fines from the Feder¬ 
al Communications Com¬ 
mission, they’re cautious 
in ways that Showtime or 
HBO aren’t, and so the net¬ 
work “happily” paid 
US$10,000 to have the leg 
of a stewardess digitally 
removed from a scene in 
the pilot where it’s 
wrapped around Grant 
Show’s swinging Tom 
Decker. 

Poul complained that 
the FCC’s effect is like “a 
third world theocracy, the 
level of sexual puri- 
tanism.” 

“On Desperate House¬ 
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wives or CSI, there is a lev¬ 
el of lascivious content,” 
Poul said, “but the person 
involved usually gets pun¬ 
ished or, preferably, killed. 

“We love our characters.

And that’s one of the 
biggest problems with 
Swingtown — the produc¬ 
ers can’t do what all of us 
do eveiy day of our lives:

The ’70s might have felt 
like a moral vacuum, but 
the world wasn’t, and 
without affording viewers 
the context to make a 
moral judgment about
